New  Jersey  artist  Marcel  Jovine, 
Closter,  won  the  competition  for  a  pro¬ 
posed  $5  gold  coin  commemorating  the 
bicentennial  of  the  United  States 
Constitution. 

Another  artist,  Patricia  Lewis  Verani, 
Londonderry,  N.H.,  was  the  successful 
creator  of  a  proposed  $1  silver  coin. 

The  selections  were  made  by  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  James  A.  Baker  III  in 
consultation  with  the  Commission  of  Fine 
Arts  and  the  Commission  on  the 
Bicentennial  of  the  United  Staes 
Constitution. 

The  coins  will  be  produced  this  sum¬ 
mer,  perhaps  in  time  for  July  Fourth 
celebrations. 


Congress  has  authorized  the  minting  of 
a  million  gold  coins  and  10  million  silver 

ones. 

The  obverse  design  of  the  $5  piece 
consists  of  an  allegorical  eagle  holding 
a  feather  pen  as  though  signing  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  The  silver  coin’s  obverse  is 
essentially  a  group  of  citizens,  represent¬ 
ing  various  periods  of  time,  starting  with 
the  Founding  Fathers.  The  feather  pen 
and  “We  the  People”  are  on  both 
reverses. 

The  price  of  the  coins  will  be  tied  to 
precious  metal  values  and  a  markup.

For  over  twenty  years  Ken  E.  Bressett  has  served  as  coordinating  editor  of  A  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins.  He  has  authored  several  other  collector’s  reference  books,  among  them 
Let 's  Collect  Coins,  Buying  and  Selling  United  States  Coins,  The  Guide  Book  of  English  Coins, 
and  Basics  of  Coin  Grading  for  U.S.  Coins. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Bressett  has  written  many  articles  for  the  coin  collecting  hobby,  and  serv¬ 
ed  as  Managing  Editor  of  the  monthly  Whitman  Numismatic  Journal  from  1964  through  1968. 
He  has  also  done  extensive  research  on  Early  American  coins,  and  serves  on  the  A.N.S.  stan¬ 
ding  committee  for  Far  Eastern  Coinage. 

In  1977,  Ken  coordinated  the  editing  and  publishing  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion's  Grading  Standards  book,  and  is  currently  involved  in  revising  that  text  to  reflect  recent 
grading  trends. 

He  is  a  life  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  and  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of  England.  In  1966  he  was  appointed 
to  serve  on  the  United  States  Assay  Commission.

It  .was  1795,  England  was  about  to  be 
at  war  with  the  world.  The  fire  started 
with  the  American  Revolution  had  spread 
to  France  destroying  the  old  order.

What 
follows  is  the  story  of  one  small  unit  of 
the  British  fleet,  caught  up  in  this  con¬ 
flict,  ultimately  lost  and  returned  to  us 
in  the  flotsam  of  history  as  a  treasure  ship 
carrying  fabulous  wealth. 

The  HMS  De  Braak  was  a  Bush  deck¬ 
ed  Dutch  built  cutter  of  sloop  rig;  84  feet 
long  on  deck  with  a  Beam  of  2 8  feet.  She 
was  framed  in  oak  and  planked  with  Riga 
pine  and  oak  and  was  one  of  a  large  class 
of  cutters  built  by  the  Dutch  in  the  late 
1700’s.  She  was  seized  by  Commander 
Woolridge  ofH.M.  Sloop  "Fortune”  in 
Falmouth  Harbor  on  June  18,  1795.  This 
being  done  on  Admiralty  orders  upon  the 
Declaration  of  War  between  Britain  and 
the  French  revolutionary  governments’ 
satellite,  the  Dutch  Batavian  Republic. 
The  De  Braak  was  one  of  a  number  of 
Dutch  men-of-war  so  seized  as  of  the 
declaration  of  war  (i.e. ,  Zeeland:66 
guns,  Braakel:56,  Tholen:36,  De 
Braak:  16,  Miermin:  16  and  PYL:  14)  and 
commissioned  into  the  British  Fleet. 

The  Admiralty  survey  was  done  at  the 
Plymouth  yard  which  recommended  she 
be  rerigged  as  a  Brig  which  was  favored 
by  the  British.  Her  armament  at  the  time 
of  her  loss  was  14  twenty-four-pounder 
carronades  in  the  broadside  ports  plus 
two  long  six  pounder  bow  chasers. 
Lieutenant  James  Drew  and  a  crew  of  86 
formed  her  complement  as  commission¬ 
ed  into  service  on  June  17,  1797. 

Her  muster  books  show  that  she  serv¬ 
ed  on  routine  escort  duty  around  the 
English  coast  until  February  8,  1798 
when  she  received  orders  to  convoy 
"The  Trade”  for  North  America.  It  is 
interesting  and  perhaps  relevant  to  note 
that  she  had  sprung  her  mainmast  during 
this  initial  person  of  service  and  Drew 
reported  her  as  being  overmasted.  The 
convoy  of  46  merchant  vessels  (about  36 
American)  escorted  by  H.M.S.  St. 
Albans,  H.M.  Brig  De  Braak  and  H.M. 
Cutter  Nimble  formed  off  Cork,  Ireland, 
on  March  26,  1798,  destined  for 
Philadelphia. 

The  De  Braak  was  separated  from  the 
convoy  on  April  1st  when  sent  in  stormy 
weather  onto  investigate  two  strange 
sails.  These  proved  to  be  "H.M.S. 
Magnamine”  and  her  prize,  the  French 


privateer  "Victory"  from  Boston.  This 
storm  blew  the  "De  Braak”  south  to  the 
vicinity  of  Cape  Henry,  Virginia,  where 
she  fell  in  with  and  took  the  Spanish  ship 
"Don  Franciso  Xavier”  with  a  crew  of 
approximately  24  men.  The  "Xavier” 
was  bound  from  Rio  De  La  Plata  to 
Cadiz,  Spain,  with  a  cargo  of  cocoa  and 
200  tons  of  copper  in  bars.  (Rio  De  La 
Plata  is  now  known  as  the  River  Plate  and 
separates  Argentina  and  Uraguay.)  At 
this  time  Spain  was  allied  with  France  but 
not  yet  officially  at  war  with  England.  A 
prize  crew  was  put  aboard  the  "Xavier” 
and  12  of  her  crew  transferred  to  the  "De 
Braak"  where  they  were  chained  below 
deck. 

The  "De  Braak”  in  company  with  her 
prize  sailed  for  the  Delaware  to  rejoin  the 
convoy,  reaching  Lewes  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Delaware  at  4  p.m.  on  the  evening 
of  Friday,  May  25,1798.  A  letter  sent  on 
May  26,  1798  by  Mr.  Vincent  Lowe  of 
Cape  Henlopen  to  the  New  York  Com¬ 
mercial  Advertiser  tells  what  happened 
next: 

"...  She  was  at  the  time  under  main¬ 
sail  and  reefed  topsails,  just  about  to  cast 
anchor,  a  mile  from  the  lighthouse,  her 
boat  alongside  waiting  for  the  captain, 
who  intended  to  go  on  shore  at  Lewes 
Town.  A  sudden  flaw  of  wind  laid  her 
down  on  her  beam  ends.  She  immeidately 
filled  and  went  down,  with  Captain 
Drew,  his  Lieutenant,  and  38  officers, 
seamen  and  marines.  The  rest  of  the 
ship’s  company,  about  25,  including  a 
boatsmain,  escaped  in  the  boats  and 
several  were  taken  up  by  the  pilot 
boat.  .  .  Twelve  of  the  prisoners  were 
also  lost...  The  unfortunate  Captain 
Drew  was  brother  to  Captain  Drew  of  the 
"Cerberus”  Frigate  who  was  downed  in 
Plymouth  sound  on  the  15th  of  January 
last.” 

It  is  said  the  survivors  paid  for  room 
and  board  partly  with  Spanish  Gold 
Coins.  This  has  apparently  combined 
over  the  years  with  the  Copper  bars  of 
the  "Xavier”  to  become  the  Gold  bars 
of  a  tremendous  lost  treasure.  Portions 
of  the  hulk  were  successfully  raised  in  re¬ 
cent  times  with  about  four  hundred 
assorted  coins  of  the  period  being 
recovered.  The  Salvors  apparently 
believe  the  treasure  fell  overboard  into 
the  sediment  during  the  salvage  opera¬ 
tion.  I  personally  subscribe  to  the  notion 
advanced  by  Howard  I.  Chapelle  of  the 
Smithsonian  that  what  is  being  recovered 
are  the  combined  “purses”  of  the 


"DeBraak”  and  the  "Xavier”  and  not 
a  significant  treasure  and  make  this  state¬ 
ment  for  the  following  reasons 
(Chapelles’  and  my  own): 

1 .  The  Spanish,  or  anyone  else,  would 
not  entrust  a  "treasure  cargo”  to  a  mer¬ 
chant  ship  with  a  crew  of  only  24. 
Cargoes  of  this  type  were  normally  sent 
in  convoys  or  in  single,  fast,  heavily  arm¬ 
ed  frigates,  called  “Ships  of  Register.” 

2.  Rio  De  La  Plata  was  not  a  bullion 
shipping  port  (i.e.,  the  nearest  Spanish 
mint  was  at  Potosi  which  is  in  modern 
day  Bolivia)  until  after  the  Spanish  col¬ 
onies  gained  independence  in  the  revolu¬ 
tions  of  the  early  1800's. 

3.  The  transfer  of  200  tons  of  anything 
between  two  ships  in  a  tossing  sea  is  a 
difficult,  risky  and  thus  unlikely  under¬ 
taking.  Also,  why  bother  if  the  original 
ship  was  not  in  danger  of  sinking? 

4.  If  a  significant  treasure  was  on 
board,  the  British  would  not  have  aban¬ 
doned  their  salvage  efforts  after  only  one 
attempt. 

This  story  does  however  have  the  mak¬ 
ings  of  a  movie  for  the  Advertiser  of  May 
31,  1798  concluded: 

“  .  .  .The  accident  altogether  is  a  most 
melancholy  one;  but  is  greatly  heighten¬ 
ed  by  the  circumstances  of  the  Captain's 
Lady  being  so  near  as  New  York,  where 
she  was  every  hour  in  anxious  expecta¬ 
tion  of  the  happiness  of  meeting  him.” 

Thus  ends  the  story  of  one  small  ship, 
lost  to  the  sea,  and  coming  back  to  us 
larger  than  she  was  in  life . . .

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On  collecting  Barber, 
Mercury  dimes  by  date

I  thought  it  might  be  interesting  to  con¬ 
sider  the  possibilities  of  putting  together 
a  year  by  year  date  set  of  dimes  -  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  Barber  Liberty  head  series 
in  1892  through  the  Mercury  dime  series 
which  ended  in  1945  Years  ago,  many 
a  collector  could  not  only  achieve  this 
goal  w  ith  ease  -  mostly  out  of  circulation 

-  but  could  include  virtually  all  of  the 
bmach  mint  issues  as  well;  the  1916D  ex¬ 
cepted;  unless  of  course  one  was  very, 
very  lucky. 

Today  -  with  the  possible  exception  of 
a  couple  of  dates,  an  earnest  collector 
could  conceivably  acquire  a  virtually 
complete  year  set  of  P-mint  “Barber” 
dimes  in  Fine  to  VF  condition  averaging 
out  to  around  $5.00  per  item  and  an 
MS-63  “P”  mint  Mercury  dime  year  set 
minus  the  1921  issue  at  a  mean  price  of 
$24.00  per  coin. 

Like  the  key  date  1921  Mercury,  only 
the  1895  Philadelphia  issue  Barber  dime 
will  require  a  large  outlay  of  one’s  cash 

-  but  in  VF,  not  really  all  that  much,  as 
it  is  bid  at  only  $84.00  in  that  grade  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter. 
With  only  690,880  issued,  the  1895  may 
still  be  regarded  as  a  “good"  date  in  Fine 
or  better  because  it  is  far  scarcer  than  the 
1921  P  or  D  Mercury  in  mid  to  high 
grades.  A  VF  192 IP  Mercury  actually 
bids  at  a  slightly  higher  figure,  yet  was 
minted  at  1.23  million.  An  MS-63 
specimen  of  the  1921  is  bid  at  $800  while 
the  remaining  “P”  mint  issues  in  the 
same  grade  together  come  to  only  $610 
bid  or  %  of  the  1921  alone.

Most  casual  collectors  who  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  put  together  Barber  Dime  sets 
perhaps  in  an  old  “punch  in”  Whitman 
album,  usually  have  acquired  specimens 
ingrades  from  AG  to  Fine.  Yet  when  one 
realizes  that  Barber  “full”  Liberty 
through  the  crown  above  Liberty's  head 
is  bid  at  only  $2.00  in  Fine- 12  from  1897 
through  1916,  it  seems  ashame  that  any 
collector  today  would  settle  for  less.  Of 
course,  locating  full  Fine  to  VF 
specimens  priced  accordingly  and  not  at 
the  next  higher  grade  when  so  en¬ 
countered,  is  something  else  again.  The 
entire  Barber  series  (dimes,  quarters. 


halves)  has  eye  appeal  in  grades  as  low 
as  VG  or  better,  but  especially  in  so- 
called  “original”  condition  grading  Fine. 
At  today’s  prices,  one  could  do  a  lot 
worse  attempting  to  purchase  Morgan 
dollars  at  MS-63  while  receiving  sliders. 
No  bargains  there!  But  if  you’re  a  true 
collector,  consider  Barber  dimes  in  Fine 
or  VF. 

As  for  Mercury  dimes,  MS-63  is  a 
very  attractive  grade.  The  coins  are 
lustrous  uncirculated  pieces  and  are  not 
expensive,  using  today’s  economics  as  a 
guideline.  If  one  has  the  patience,  a  vir¬ 
tually  complete  “P”  mint  year  set  could 
be  acquired  within  a  couple  of  years. 
Only  the  1921  issue  will  be  costly  - 
something  you  could  live  without  or  place 
on  “lay-a-way"  if  you  should  encounter 
one  under  $1,000.  Happy  hunting!

New  Jersey  and  the  Constitution

The  Jerseymen  who  contributed  so 
much  to  the  framing  of  the  Constitution 
brought  long  experience  in  law  and 
government  to  their  endeavors.  William 
Paterson,  David  Brearley  and  Jonathan 
Dayton  were  educated  at  Princeton, 
whereas  William  Livingston  was 
graduated  from  Yale.  Certainly,  the  task 
facing  all  those  who  gathered  in 
Philadelphia  in  May  of  1887  was  enor¬ 
mous.  There  was  an  urgent  need  to 
establish  a  government  that  would  pro¬ 
vide  a  framework  for  a  sound  economy, 
establish  a  means  for  effective  foreign 
policy  and  sustain  workable  interstate 
relations.  Yet  few  things  concerned  that 
generation  of  Americans  more  than  their 
overwhelming  belief  that  power,  if  con¬ 
centrated,  would  be  abused.  None  work¬ 
ed  harder  than  the  New  Jersey  delegates 
to  establish  an  equitable  balance  of  power 
between  the  states  and  the  federal 
government. 

The  Articles  of  Confederation,  the  first 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  organiz¬ 
ed  a  federal  system  in  which  the  states 
gave  the  central  government  the  authority 
to  raise  armies,  make  treaties,  borrow 
and  coin  money  and  oversee  legal 
cooperation  among  themselves.  The  Ar¬ 
ticles,  however,  gave  no  power  to  col¬ 
lect  taxes.  As  a  result,  it  was  nearly  im¬ 
possible  for  the  central  government  to 
carry  out  its  duties.  Further,  there  was 
no  executive  to  see  to  the  implementation 
of  laws,  nor  were  there  federal  courts  to 
enforce  them.  Particularly  damaging  to 


the  effectiveness  of  the  central  govern¬ 
ment  under  the  Articles  of  Confederation 
was  its  lack  of  control  over  foreign  and 
domestic  commerce.  Chaos  loomed  as 
economic  crisis  rampaged  through  the  in¬ 
fant  nation  during  the  critical  years  of 
1783  to  1787. 

The  urgent  need  for  reform  caused 
leading  citizens  from  five  states  to  gather 
in  Annapolis  in  1786  to  formulate  a  plan 
for  better  commercial  interstate  relations. 
New  Jersey  had  especially  strong  motives 
in  seeking  an  improvement.  Since  it  had 
no  major  ports  of  its  own,  its  merchants 
shipped  their  goods  from  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  Under  the  Articles,  states 
were  not  prohibited  from  imposing 
duties.  New  York  levied  an  import  tax 
on  goods  from  New  Jersey,  placing  a 
heavy  financial  burden  on  New  Jersey's 
merchants.  The  government  of  New 
Jersey  demanded  relief  from  New  York’s 
damaging  policy,  and  the  issue  became 
one  of  overriding  concern  to  the  State 
Legislature. 

New  Jersey  found  an  able  advocate  of 
its  rights  in  William  Paterson.  Paterson 
strongly  opposed  the  financial  burdens 
small  states  suffered  as  a  result  of  “big- 
state”  policy.  He  was  among  those  who 
traveled  to  Annapolis  in  search  of  a 
means  to  bring  equity  and  order  to  the 
nation's  commerce.  When  Alexander 
Hamilton  urged  the  group  to  plan  a  con¬ 
vention  committed  to  revision  of  the  Ar¬ 
ticles  of  Confederation,  Paterson  was 
among  his  strongest  supporters.  It  was 
agreed  among  the  Annapolis  delegates 
that  a  convention  of  all  13  states  be  con¬ 


vened  at  Philadelphia  the  next  year  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  government 
and  commerce. 

Most  of  the  men  who  gathered  in 
Philadelphia  in  1787  were  young,  am¬ 
bitious  and  college  educated.  For  the 
most  part,  they  were  nationalists  intent 
upon  establishing  a  stronger  central 
government,  but  commitment  to  this  goal 
existed  in  varying  degrees.  Their  official 
purpose  was  to  revise  the  Articles  of 
Confederation.  Since  nationwide  interest 
in  the  proceedings  caused  the  delegates 
to  fear  that  public  criticism  might  disrupt 
the  work  at  hand  before  they  had  ac¬ 
complished  their  mission,  they  chose  to 
meet  in  secret.  Although  the  business  of 
the  convention  was  conducted  behind 
closed  doors,  the  presence  of  George 
Washington  as  presiding  officer  of  the 
convention  established  public  trust  in  the 
proceedings. 

The  Virginia  delegation  opened  the 
convention  with  a  proposal  recommen¬ 
ding  a  series  of  changes  in  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  central  government  and 
the  states.  The  Virginia  Plan  recommend¬ 
ed  a  central  government  with  three 
separate  branches:  legislative,  executive 
and  judicial.  Representation  in  legislature 
was  to  be  based  solely  upon  population. 

“Myself  or  my  state  will  never  submit 
to  tyranny  or  depotism,”  the  outraged 
William  Paterson  declared  upon  hearing 
the  proposal.  The  New  Jersey  delegates 
considered  the  Virginia  Plan  an  attempt 
by  large  states  to  dominate  the  nation  at 
the  expense  of  small  states  such  as  New 
Jersey.  Led  by  Paterson,  New  Jersey's 
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delegates  were  to  play  a  major  part  in 
hammering  out  a  series  of  compromises 
to  which  all  delegates  could  agree. 

The  New  Jersey  delegation  developed 
an  alternative  to  the  Virginia  Plan,  and 
Paterson  introduced  it  to  the  Convention. 
This  alternative  proposal  sought  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  rights  of  small  states  by  retain¬ 
ing  a  higher  degree  of  state  sovereignty. 
New  Jersey’s  delegates  insisted  that  their 
state  could  not  submit  to  any  government 
in  which  it  did  not  participate  as  an  equal. 
They  led  the  fight  for  equal  representa¬ 
tion  of  all  states  in  the  new  legislature. 

As  the  debate  over  the  Virginia  Plan 
and  New  Jersey  Plan  raged  on,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  Delaware  and  Maryland  joined 
New  Jersey  in  oppositoin  to  representa¬ 
tion  based  on  population.  Finally,  a  com¬ 
promise  proposal  offered  by  Connec¬ 
ticut’s  Oliver  Ellsworth  was  debated  by 
the  delegates  as  a  possible  solution  to  the 
impasse  over  representation.  The  Con¬ 
necticut  Plan  proposed  a  Congress  com¬ 
prising  two  houses.  The  states  would  be 
represented  equally  in  the  upper  house 
and  by  population  in  the  lower  house. 
Eventually,  the  Convention  approved  this 
plan,  known  as  the  Great  Compromise. 

Another  resident  of  New  Jersey, 
William  Livingston,  played  an  important 
part  in  a  second  major  compromise 
agreed  to  at  the  Constitutional  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  agricultural  South  feared  that 
navigation  laws  detrimental  to  its  in¬ 
terests  might  be  passed  by  a  new  and 
stronger  government.  These  states 
wanted  any  act  on  tariffs  ornavigation  to 
require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  approval  by 
the  Congress.  Northern  states  feared  this 
would  hamper  the  development  of  effec¬ 
tive  trade  legislation,  one  of  the  primary 
needs  of  the  nation.  Livingston,  as  one 
of  a  Committee  of  Eleven  on  Navigation 
Acts,  was  instrumental  in  working  out  a 
series  of  compromises  acceptable  to  nor¬ 
thern  and  southern  states.  In  this  com¬ 
promise,  Navigation  Acts  would  be  pass¬ 
ed  by  a  simple  majority,  but  export  taxes 
were  forbidden  and  a  20-year 
moratorium  on  the  issue  of  importation 
of  slaves  was  adopted. 

Once  the  delegates  had  hammered  out 
a  document  to  which  they  could  agree, 
the  Jerseymen  became  ardent  supporters 
of  its  ratification.  One  of  these  was  David 
Brearley,  who  was  bom  at  Spring  Grove, 
an  estate  on  Princeton  Pike  in 
Lawrenceville.  (On  both  the  State  and 
National  Historic  Registers,  Spring 
Grove  is  a  private  residence  owned  by  the 
Lawrenceville  School).  Brearley  presid¬ 
ed  over  New  Jersey’s  Ratification  Con¬ 
vention,  and  under  his  guidance.  New 
Jersey  became  the  third  state  to  ratify  the 


new  Constitution.  Subsequently,  he  serv¬ 
ed  as  United  States  District  Judge  and  as 
Presidential  Elector  in  1789. 

Another  Jerseyman,  Jonathan  Dayton 
was  the  youngest  delegate  to  attend  the 
Constitutional  Convention.  However,  he 
has  left  a  less  clear-cut  image  than  the 
other  New  Jersey  delegates,  owing  to  his 
involvement  in  the  Burr  Conspiracy. 

Dayton  had  known  Aaron  Burr  from 
childhood,  when  Burr,  who  was  an  or¬ 
phan,  lived  with  Dayton’s  uncle.  The  two 
youths  were  classmates  at  Princeton  and 
continued  to  be  close  associates  in 
adulthood.  As  Burr’s  political  career 
crumbled  following  his  duel  with  Alex¬ 
ander  Hamilton,  he  developed  a  plan  that 
proposed  to  seize  Kentucky,  Tennessee 
and  Mexico  and  forge  these  into  a  rival 
empire  to  the  United  States.  A  letter, 
known  as  the  “cipher  letter,’’  outlining 
these  plan  was  at  one  time  believed  to 
have  been  written  by  Burr.  Recent 
scholarshop,  however,  suggests  the 
possibility  that  it  is  in  the  handwriting  of 
Jonathan  Dayton.  Both  Dayton  and  Burr 
were  tried  on  charges  of  treason  before 
Supreme  Court  Justice  John  Marshall  in 
1807.  Both  were  acquitted  of  the  charges. 

Jonathan  Dayton’s  later  years  were 
plagued  by  financial  woes.  He  purchas¬ 
ed  Boxwood  Hall  in  Elizabeth  in  1795 
and  lived  there  until  his  death  in  1825. 
The  house,  a  National  Historic  Site  open 
to  the  public,  includes  displays  of  a  varie¬ 
ty  of  personal  items  owned  by  Dayton. 

Undoubtedly,  of  all  the  New  Jersey 
constitutional  delegates,  William  Pater¬ 
son  and  William  Livingston  were  the 
most  famous  and  most  influential.  The 
New  Jersey  Legislature  selected  William 
Paterson  as  one  of  the  state’s  first 
Senators.  In  establishing  the  judicial 
branch,  the  Constitution  set  up  the 
Supreme  Court  but  left  the  development 
of  lower  courts  to  the  congress. 

When  Paterson  left  the  Senate  to 
become  New  Jersey’s  second  governor, 
he  oversaw  two  developments  that  would 
influence  the  future  of  the  state  and  the 
nation.  The  Society  of  Useful  Manufac¬ 
tures  was  incoiporated  and  established  in 
the  newly  chartered  municipality  of 
Paterson  during  his  governorship.  Pater¬ 
son,  who  had  been  so  concerned  with  the 
economic  health  of  the  state,  contributed 
his  name  and  approval  to  New  Jersey's 
future  in  the  form  of  one  of  the  nation's 
major  manufacturing  centers.  In  1795 
President  Washington  appointed  Paterson 
to  the  Supreme  Court.  He  served  as  an 
associate  justice  until  poor  health  forced 
to  retire  in  1806. 

New  Jersey  named  The  William  pater- 
son  College  in  honor  of  its  premier 
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statesman.  The  college  hopes  to  become 
the  national  center  for  the  study  of  Pater¬ 
son’s  role  in  the  development  of  the  na¬ 
tional  government.  Accomplishment  of 
this  aim  was  advanced  by  the  acquisition 
ot  247  documents  known  as  the  Paterson 
Papers.  Robert  Lepresti,  Special  Collec¬ 
tions  Librarian  at  William  Paterson  Col¬ 
lege,  notes  that  the  collection,  which  con¬ 
sists  primarily  of  Paterson’s  notes  on 
court  cases,  is  used  periodically  by  legal 
scholars.  The  very  fragile  papers  have 
been  de-acidified  to  enhance  preservation 
and  are  kept  in  acid-free  boxes  and 
folders,  housed  in  a  special  conservatory 
in  which  proper  humidity  and  temper¬ 
ature  are  maintained.  Microfiche  copies 
of  the  papers  are  available  for  use  by 
students  and  the  general  public. 

The  fourth  New  Jersey  delegate  to  the 
Constitutional  Convention,  William 
Livinston,  was  originally  from  New 
York.  He  retired  to  Liberty  Hall,  his 
estate  in  Elizabethtown,  New  Jersey,  in 
1 772  to  pursue  the  quiet  life  of  a  country 
gentleman.  His  adopted  state,  however, 
called  upon  him  for  a  multitude  of  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  next  18  years.  He  became 
a  member  of  the  Essex  County  Commit¬ 
tee  of  Correspondence  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  era  and  subsequently  served  as 
New  Jersey’s  governor  for  14  years.  Liv¬ 
ingston’s  name  is  one  of  New  Jersey’s 
best  known.  The  Essex  County  town  of 
Livingston  bears  his  name. 

Like  William  Paterson,  Livingston  is 
the  object  of  important  historical 
research.  In  1979  the  New  Jersey 
Historical  Commission  began  publishing 
his  papers  under  the  editorial  direction  of 
Dr.  Carl  E.  Prince  of  New  York  Univer¬ 
sity.  The  volumes  include  both  personal 
and  official  documents  of  Livingston's 
life  and  career  in  New  Jersey.  Two 
volumes  have  been  published  and  are 
available  from  Rutgers  University  Press. 
A  third  volume  is  scheduled  for  publica¬ 
tion,  and  two  more  are  planned. 

Although  two  centuries  have  passed 
since  Paterson,  Livingston,  Brearley  and 
Dayton  signed  the  Constitution  on  behalf 
of  New  Jersey  at  the  Philadelphia  Con¬ 
vention,  the  words  of  William  Livingston 
still  capture  the  essence  of  the  document's 
importance.  The  United  States  Constitu¬ 
tion,  Livingston  declared  when  urging  its 
ratification,  provides  a  “golden  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  prove  to  the  world  the  possibility 
of  the  existence  of  a  free  democratic 
republic.”

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Clubs,  shows  often  key 
to  activity,  knowledge

For  many  coin  collectors,  the  local 
club  is  the  center  of  one’s  hobby  activi¬ 
ty.  It  is  here  that  such  an  individual  will 
meet  with  other  collectors  whose  hobby 
interests  range  from  Lincoln  cents  to 
Morgan  dollars:  or  possibly  from  Hard 
Times  Tokens  to  Prison  Money.  The 
local  club  often  provides  a  speaker  or 
slide  presentation  on  some  aspect  of 
numismatics,  a  bourse,  an  auction,  prizes 
and  refreshments,  not  to  mention  the  con¬ 
genial  climate  present  when  people  of 
similar  persuasions  meet.  While  local 
club  activity  may  serve  as  the  focal  point 
for  most  hobbyists,  it  is  in  reality,  only 
a  fraction  of  the  total  numismatic  picture 
regionally. 

New  Jerseyians  are  especially  fortunate 
in  residing  in  a  densely  populated  state 
of  geographically  small  proportions.  One 
can  travel  to  any  part  of  the  state  in  less 
than  half  a  day  or  visit  New  York  City, 
Philadelphia  or  points  north,  south  or 
west  in  even  less  time  than  that.  In  many 
of  the  mid-size  hamletsof  the  state,  one 
will  Find  a  coin  shop,  and  while  the  par¬ 
ticular  dealer  in  such  an  establishment, 
might  not  be  able  to  accommodate  a  col¬ 
lector’s  hobby  needs  every  time,  he  pro¬ 
vides  an  important  source  of  numismatic 
material  -  which  may  come  his  way  -  not 
to  mention  the  supplies,  books  and 
knowledge  he  can  import  to  his  clients. 

Clubs  throughout  the  state  are  extreme¬ 
ly  active  with  virtually  most  presenting 
an  annual  show  of  some  kind.  Usually 
such  a  happening  involves  20  or  more 
dealers,  exhibits,  prizes  and  refreshments 
in  an  evening  or  day-long  affair.  Club 
shows  are  often  a  source  for  not  only  ac¬ 
quiring  new  material  for  one’s  collection, 
but  an  opportunity  to  renew  old  acquain¬ 
tances  while  making  new  friends  in  the 
hobby  as  well.  During  more  active  times 
of  the  year  -  the  Fall  season  is  a  good  ex¬ 
ample  -  there  may  be  a  club  show  occur¬ 
ring  every  weekend  for  several  weeks  in 
a  row.  Both  Numismatic  News  and  Coin 
World  list  these  shows  (if  the  show  chair¬ 
man  has  provided  these  weekly  journals 
with  such  information  well  in  advance) 
so  it  requires  only  a  glance  by  the  col¬ 
lector  who  generally  subscribes  to  these 
papers  to  ascertain  as  to  whether  a  club 
may  be  having  a  show  within  a  50-mile 
radius  of  his  home  on  a  given  weekend. 

Commercial  shows  also  provide  the 


numismatist  with  an  opportunity  to  locate 
material  for  his  collection.  A  commer¬ 
cial  show  is  one  in  which  on  individual 
-  perhaps  a  dealer  -  rents  out  a  large  room 
in  a  chain  motel  or  hotel  (e.g.,  Holiday 
Inn)  with  easy  access  from  a  major  In¬ 
terstate  or  Federal  highway,  and  sells 
table  space  to  some  30  to  40  dealers.  He 
then  advertises  his  show  -  which  often  oc¬ 
curs  on  the  same  Sunday  of  every  month; 
(e.g.,  the  first  Sunday)  or  the  informa¬ 
tion  is  published  in  the  two  aforemen¬ 
tioned  numismatic  journals  in  their  up¬ 
coming  shows  column. 

Often  the  commercial  show  bourse  will 
offer  a  wider  range  of  numismatic  items 
than  that  found  at  an  annual  club  show. 
The  collector  is  more  “on  his  or  her 
own”  at  these  affairs.  Since  they  are  not 
sponsored  by  any  club;  local,  state  or 
regional,  the  collector  must  improve  his 
grading  skills  and  overall  knowledge  of 
the  type  of  material  he/she  is  seeking. 
This  will  insure  against  overgrading, 
whizzing,  retoning  and  other  dubious 
practices  which  make  coins  seem  to  ap¬ 
pear  more  attractive.  In  all  likelihood,  a 
dealer  will  label  such  pieces  as  having 
been  doctored,  pricing  them  according¬ 
ly,  but  some  dealers  are  not  as  ethical. 
It  is  a  good  practice  to  bring  a 
knowledgeable  collector  with  you  the 
first  time  you  attend  a  commercial  show. 

The  collector  will  find  that  he  can  also 
sell  or  trade  unwanted  items  at  both  club 
and  commercial  shows  as  dealers  often 
require  such  material  for  their  clients. 
Knowledge  of  grading  and  value  - 
wholesale  value,  -  will  enable  such  a  tran¬ 
saction  to  proceed  smoothly.  Do  not  ex¬ 
pect  a  dealer  to  pay  “RED  BOOK” 
prices  for  your  coins.  There  are  excep¬ 
tions  to  this  of  course  -  Supply  and 
Demand! 

State  organizations  and  regional  club 
shows  provide  the  largest  central  market¬ 
place  for  the  collector.  Between  100  and 
200  dealers  may  have  rented  tables  for 
a  four-day  (Thursday  thru  Sunday)  an¬ 
nual  show  at  a  large  major  hotel  complex. 
One  of  the  best  is  the  annual  G.S.N.A. 
show  held  each  June  at  the  Hyatt  House 
on  Route  70  in  Cherry  Hill.  Here  the  col¬ 
lector  will  find  everything  from  watch 
chains  to  scarce  $20  U.S.  gold  proofs  - 
but  don’t  expect  to  complete  your  Jeffer¬ 
son  nickel  set  in  circulated  grade  at  one 
of  these  affairs.  Table  rent  is  upwards  of 
$250  to  $400. 


An  often  overlooked  aspect  of  club  and 
regional  club  sponsored  shows  are  the  ex¬ 
hibits  and  educational  forums  that  take 
place.  Observing  what  others  have  taken 
pride  in  collecting  can  inspire  the  more 
modest  collector  to  consider  exhibiting  a 
part  of  his/her  collection  at  a  future  con¬ 
clave.  The  forums  provide  intersting  bits 
-  often  chunks  -  of  knowledge  about  some 
area  of  the  hobby  that  is  always 
enlightening  -  even  if  the  speaker  is 
discussing  an  aspect  of  numismatics  or 
exonumia  which  is  not  of  one’s  primary 
collecting  interest  or  speciality.  At  such 
get-togethers,  collectors  can  get  to  know 
one  another  better,  perhaps  return  to  the 
bourse  together  and  pick  up  a  new  item 
with  the  knowledge  just  gained  or  the 
support  each  gives  the  other.
